Action Taken 
On Parking

Police will be summoned by 
the College Board of Trustees 
to enforce campus parking reg- 
ulations if they agree to a rec- 
ommendation passed by the ex- 
ecutive board at Tuesday’s 
meeting. 

The recomendation came as a 
result of a survey conducted by 
a five man committee composed 
of Peggy Lynch, Gerald Collins, 
Doug Walker, Dale Fowler, 
Alan Shaw, and headed by Miss 
Marie Pound. 

The survey, taken at 8:30 
Monday morning, revealed 
eight cars illegally parked on 
the grass, 32 parallel parkings 
on 17th street, and 29 cars oc- 
cupying parking spaces for 14. 

ere were sufficient empty 
parking stalls near the new gym 
and science building, the sur- 
vey committee reported, to ac- 
comodate all of these illegally 
parked autos. 

A survey taken one hour 
later showed parking violations 
exceeding those at 8:30. 


STRIKE SLOWS 
WORK ON HALL 


Carpenters are now working on 


the grade beam forms for the 
foundation walls of SAC’s College 
Hall, according to Harry Harding, 
construction inspector. 


The grade beams will cover the 
125 pilings which are 16 inches in 
diameter and sunk to a depth of 
28 to 36 feet underground, out- 
lining the building. 


The reinforcing steel for the 
pile caps is in place and ready for 
the concrete to -be poured. The 
pile caps are to be 22 inches thick, 
and set over clusters of pilings as 
an added foundation for the 45 
foot stage tower. 

The stage pit is dug and the dig- 
ging of the orchestra pit will be 
finished this week.

Brothers Sketch Highlights Of 
New Orleans-Alaska Adventure

Earl and Charles Carraway were somewhat disap- 
pointed when they met their first Eskimo in Alaska and 
he told them he had never seen an igloo: 

On a trip that took them from New Orleans in May 
of 1951 to Fairbanks, Alaska, by the end of August the 


two brothers, who are now stu- 
dents here, experienced several 


~ memorable incidents. 


Leaving the Louisiana city by 
freight train, they arrived in Den- 
ver three days later, after suffer- 
ing some chilly moments in Round 
Mountain, Arkansas, where the 
thermometer took a sharp decline 
from the temperatures they had 
been experiencing in New Orleans. 

Northward Ho! 

After a temporary job at the 
Gates Rubber Company in Den- 
ver, they continued northward. In 
Cheyenne, Wyoming, a group of 
Air Police arrested them as “de- 
serters,’”’ but released them when 
suficient proof that they were 
bona fide civilians was presented. 

They left Cheyenne by freight, 
headed for Great Falls, Montana. 
Here they resided in a hobo jun- 
gle that was furnished with city 
dump throw aways. They were 
surprised at the immaculate ap- 
pearance of the camp. 

Police Waiting 

Moving on to Wenatchee, Wash- 
ington, a railroad policeman was 
waiting for them as they hopped 
off the train. He proved to be a 
kindly gentleman, however, and 
released them with no fine, and 
even offered suggestions for a 
more pleasant journey. 

At Mt. Vernon, Washington, 
they resided in an old abandoned 
naval barracks which had been 
leased to the state employment 
bureau to house migratory em- 
ployees. The Carraways were 
farmed out to help local farmers 
with the harvest. 

After tiring of this task, they 


hopped a freighter to Mt. Revel- 
stoke. This time, as they jumped 
off the train they were escorted to 
the local jail to spend the night. 
Their quarters were so luxurious, 
the brothers report, that it was 
nearer a palace than a jail. They 
had ham and eggs for breakfast, 
and could have eaten in bed had 
they wished. After a $4.50 fine 
apiece, they were released and 
continued on their journey. 


Another freighter took them to 
Calgary, Alberta, in Canada. From 
here they hitch-hiked to Edmon- 
ton, then Dawson Creek. They 
made better time on the Alaska 
Highway, they said, than is pos- 
sible on any freeway or turn-pike 
in the United States. 


Temporary Lumberjacks 


At Mile 101 on the highway, 
they obtained a job in a lumber 
camp, but that didn’t last long 
when the boss learned they were 
only transients, not interested in 
permanent employment. 

Hiteh-hiking the remainder of 
the ‘way to Fairbanks, Alaska, the 
two brothers arrived at a sunny 
one o’clock in the morning late in 
August. The temperature was so 
warm at that time of the year that 
both acquired a healthy sun-burn. 


After a short stint with a gold 
dredging crew of the United 
States Smelting, Refining, and 
Mining Company, the Carraway 
brothers returned to their Denver 
residence. They were drafted soon 
after their return to do a some- 
what longer stint in Uncle Sam’s 
service.
